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Witney is a inarket town of considerable 
antiquity on the Windrush, its history dating 
back to Saxon times. The Market Square is a 
large open space in the centre of which stands 
the Butter Cross, a quaint, antique, gabled 
wooden structure surmounted by a clock and sun¬ 
dial, which was presented to the town in the 17th 
century as a rendezvous for the sellers of market 
produce. Witney is noted for its manufacture 
of blankets.
